Notice.

2. D efini tion of “any person’’.—“Any person” under this Arrangement denotes 
(1) an individual, (ti), a karta of Hindu undivided family in respect of the family' 
business, (lii) a partnership concern, (iv) a limited company, tv) an association 
or body of individuals or a body of associations, 

Provided he has the requisite financial capability of transacting the business, 
as certified by a scheduled bank. 


3. Persons not permitted to participate.—However, following categories of per* 
tons will not be permitted to participate in the new Arrangement namely, those:— 

(1) w ho have been de-registered from the list of “approved Importers’.’ under 
the previous trade Arrangements. (However, those “approved 
Importers” who have remained dormant for a period of four years 
and have been deregistered in terms of Public Notice No. 240-lTC(PN)/ 
68, dated 4th November, 1988, will be allowed to participate, if they 
are eligible otherwise, in terms of this Public Notice; or 

(il) who stand debarred from receiving Import/export licences/release orders 
under the Import/Export Trade Control rules and regulations; or 

(iii) whose counterbalancing obligations under the previous Indo-Afghan 
Trade Agreements stands unfulfilled. 


4. No diversion to third countries.—It Is agreed between the two Governments 
that the goods Imported by either country frpm the other would be used only 
for consumption in the country of import. SeriouB notice will be taken of cases 
where goods imported from or exported to Afghanistan are diverted to a third 
country. Exporters of Schedule B-I commodities shall have to produce certificates 
of clearance through Afghanistan Customs. For this purpose, a photostat copy or 
a certified copy of the document showing clearance through Afghanistan Customs 
shall be produced by the exporter to the Indian Customs authorities. 


5. Trade should desist from abusing the system: Maintenance of reasonable 
prices.—Trade is advised to ensure that reasonable prices are charged and that 
the existing system is used in the interest, and to the satisfaction, of consumers/ 
producers in India and Afghanistan and for the development and diversification 
of Indian export products. They should also ensure that an efficient after-sades- 
jervtce Is maintained. Appropriate penal action will be taken If the trade arrange- 
'->nt is used to the disadvantage of producers and consumers of Indian and 
rtighanistan products and the healthier growth and diversification of trade between 
the two countries. 

8. Procedural matters (1) Licensing authorities.—The Importers are required to 
submit their applications for C.C.P’s. to the respective licensing authority, accord¬ 
ing to the Jurisdiction shown below:—

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7. (ii) Submission of applications for CCPs and documents to be furnished.— 

Subject to the provisions of paragraph 11, the importers should apply for C.C.Ps 
in the prescribed form and manner indicating inter-alia, the c.i.f. value of goods 
together with Invoices and Treasury Receipts, The invoice should indicate clearly, 
the quantity, the rate, total f.o.b. value, freight, Insurance and total c.i.f, value. 


8. (Ill) Incomplete.—The applications for C.C.Ps and the documents furnished 
should be complete in all respects. This will make for the prompt Issue of the 
C.C.Ps, which will be issued in duplicate, Incomplete applications are liable to 
be rejected. 

9. (iv) Production of Invoices sale and purchase documents.—While applying 
for a C.C.P. the importers are required to produce invoices and appropriate sale, 
purchase and other relevant documents to the licensing authorities concerned for 
determining the value of goods imported under the C-CTs. Failure to produce the 
relevant documents will render the Importers liable to penal action. 

10. (v) 'Import flrsf scheme.—Those, who import first, will have to follow the 
procedure, as laid down hereunder:— 


11. To start the cycle, C.C.Ps for Import of dry fruits will ba permitted to eligible 

applicants: 

(a) Importers: to the extent of 12J per cent of the value of his/their best 

year’s Import from Afghanistan In any of the three years I.e. August, 
1968—July, 1969, August, 1969—July, 1970 and August 1970—July, 
1071, subject to a maximum of Rs. 1,50,000 In value. 

or 

(b) Exporters: to the extent of five per cent of hls/thelr value of best year’s 

actual exports of Schedule ‘B-T items to Afghanistan In any of the 
three years i.e. August 1968—July, 1969, August 1969—July, 1970 and 
August 1970—July, 1971 plus twelve and a half percent of the value 
of hls/their actual exports of Schedule ’B-IF Items to Afghanistan 
during that year subject to a maximum of Rs. 1,50,000 In value. 

or 

(c) Other*: to the extent of Rs. 50,000. (Rupees Fifty thousand only) sub¬ 

ject to the production of a bank guarantee equivalent to fifty per cent 
of the value of imports in order to ensure counter-balancing exports. 


Each eligible applicant will be allowed C.C.Ps only under one of the three 
categories mentioned abore. 


Note. —For computing past Imports under (a), only such goods as were actually 
cleared during each of the three years August 1968—July, 1969, August 1969—July, 
1970 and August 1970—July, 1971, from the Customs for consumption in India 
(after payment of import duty) should be taken Into account. 

12. (vl) Not less than 50 per cent of counter-exports to consist of Schedule B-II 
Items.—CCPs for Import from Afghanistan of items listed in Schedule ‘A’, other 
than fresh fruits and hides & skins, will be granted to eligible applicants subject 
to the condition that not less than fifty ver cent of counter-balancing exports from 
India shall be of Items listed in Schedule ‘B-II’. 


13. (vil) Further CCPs to be issued on completion of 80 per cent of counter¬ 
export obligation,—No further CCP for Import of dry fruits will be issued to an 
applicant unless documentary evidence is produced to the satisfaction of the 
concerned licensing authority that he had fulfilled his counter-export obligation 
within a period of three months of the date of Issue of the earlier CCP to the 
extent of not less than eighty percent, in the prescribed proportion as between 
Schedule 'B-T and ‘B-II’ items, i.e. not less than fifty per cent of the exports should 
have consisted of Schedule ‘B-II’ Items. 
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14. (vill) Import of asafoetlda, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs. —Import of 
asafoetlda, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs* from Afghanistan, will be 
permitted, to any person eligible under the provision of this Public Notice, 
provided the imports are counter-balanced by exports of Schedule ‘B-P and ‘B II’ 
items In the prescribed proportion, as mentioned in the preceding paragraphs, 
within a period of three months of the date of issue of the earlier C.C.P. 


•Note.. —The import into India of medicines, extracts of medicinal herbs and 
plants produced In Afghanistan (vide Schedule ‘A’) and exports to Afghanistan of 
drugs, medicines and antt-biotics (vide Schedule ‘B-II') is subject to their registra¬ 
tion in the National Formulary, if any, of the two countries and the satisfaction of 
prescribed standards of purity and quality. Intending importers of these Items 
into India, should produce to the licensing authorities, a certificate in original, 
from the Drugs Controller, New Delhi, as to their quality and purity. 


IS. (lx) Export first Scheme. —Permits for prior exports of Schedule 
*B-r and ‘B-II’ items will be granted to eligible exporters up to the 
value of Rs. 50,000 (Rupees Fifty thousand only); or upto twenty-five 
percent of the value of best years’ actual exports to Afghanistan 
made in any of the three years namely, Aug. ‘68-July, '69, Aug. ‘69-JuIy, '70 and 
Aug. ‘7(KTuly, ‘71, subject to a maximum of Rs. 1,50,000/- in value. This will 
be subject to the production of a bank guarantee equivalent to fifty per cent 
of the value of exports to be permitted by the concerned authorities provided 
that the value of exports of Schedule ‘B-II’ Items, in each case, is not less than 
fifty per cent of the total value of exports thus permitted. 


Permits will be granted subject to the condition that the exporter will com¬ 
plete his counter-imports from Afghanistan within a period of three months from 
the date of export. 

10. (x) Counter-obligation to be fulfilled within 3 months.— No further permit 
for exports from India will be Issued unless documentary evidence is produced 
to the satisfaction Of the Reserve Bank of India that he had fulfilled his counter¬ 
import obligation within a period of three months of the date pf export of the 
first consignment to the extent of not less than eighty per cent of his exports to 
Afghanistan. 

17. (xi) Bank Guarantees.— Bank guarantees referred to in the preceding para¬ 
graphs 11 and 15 ante shall be furnished to the licensing authorities mentioned 
in paragraph 0, who will watch performance and enforce the guarantee. The 
aforesaid bank-guarantees will cease when exports or imports, as the case may 
be, have been counter-balanced by corresponding imports or exports within the 
stipulated period, as evidenced by documents, referred to in para No. 20. The 
importers/exporters, who find difficulty in depositing the full amount of cash 
with their banks In order to secure the requisite ‘bank guarantee’, may approach 
their bankers, if they so desire, to obtain the ‘export performance guarantee’*, on 
their behalf, from the E.C.G.C. (Export Credit and Guarantee Corporation of India. 
Express Towars (10th Floor) Nariman Point, Bombay-1), 


18. (xil) Time Table of fulfilment of Imports and Exports Obligation. —Not¬ 
withstanding anything contained in the foregoing paragraphs, the overall imports 
and exports are to bs counter-balanced by 28th February, 1973. Imnorters/ 
Exporters are required to submit Information monthly in respect of imports/ 
exports and the cnutiter-balancing obligations fulfilled by them, In the enclosed 
proforma (Annexure III) so as to reach the licensing authorities concerned by the 
7th of the succeeding month. 


*The ‘Export Performance Guarantee’ has been evolved by E.C.G.C. to help 
Importers/exporters to secure, on easier terms, bank guarantees they have to 
furnish in course of their Import/export business. For giving the guarantee the 
banks require the exporters to deposit varying amounts of cash, depending on 
their standing. To the extent they have to make o cash deposit, their resources 
are blocked. This guarantee seeks to help the Importers/Exporters to obtain the 
bank guarantee without making any cash deposit or against a reduced margin of 
deposit.

19. (xHl) Penalty for non-fulfilment of export/Import obligation.—Those who 
fail to satisfy the licensing authority concerned and the Reserve Bank of India 
having fulfilled their import/export counter-balancing obligation will be disqualified 
from participating the Indo-Afghan Trade in future, without prejudice to any 
other penal action including forfeiture of the bank guarantee, that may be taken 
against them under the Import Trade Control/Customs/Foreign Exchange Rules 
and Regulations. 

20. (xlv) Documentary evidence: Documents to be produced.—'The following 
documents will constitute documentary evidence, referred to above: 

Imports:—Triplicate copy of the bill of entry and the relevant Invoices attest¬ 
ed by Customs and, in case the transaction has been carried through 
banking channels, bank memos. 

Exports:—Shipping bills and invoices duly certified by the Customs authori¬ 
ties, which should indicate the value and other details of Schedule 
‘B-I’ and ‘B-II’ products actually exported. 

21. (xv) Validity of C.C.Psj—T he C.C.Ps. will be valid for three months from 
the date of Issue for import of dry fruits, asafoetida, cumin seeds and herbs. 


22. (xvl) Distribution of C.C.Ps.—The Customs authorities will send the Customs 
Purposes copy of C.C.P. to the concerned licensing authority direct Indicating the 
actual utilisation of the quantity and the value covered by each C.C.P. in the pres¬ 
cribed form on the reverse of the permit. The second copy will, as at present, be 
handed back to the Importer to be furnished to Reserve Bank of India, duly stamp¬ 
ed and signed. 

23. (xvll) Distribution of Transit Certificates.—The lmportera while presenting 
the C.C.Ps. to the Customs authorities concerned will produce five copies of the 
Transit Certificates issued by the Royal Afghan Government. One copy of the 
certificates received by the Customs authorities will be retained by them, the 
second copy forwarded to the Reserve Bank of India, the third copy and the 
fourth copy to the office of the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports New Delhi, 
fo r onward transmission to the Royal Afghan Government and Indian Embassy 
in Kabul. The fifth copy is to be forwarded by the Customs authorities to the 
licensing authority concerned. 


24. Bonocd Warehousing faculties.—In order to discourage speculative tendencies 
the bonding and ware-housing facilities at the Customs posts In India will not, 
ordinarily, be available. However, to facilitate storage during summer, the bonding 
facility may be provided for a period of not more than six months between 1st 
March and 31st October, and will be limited to only dry fruits other than almonds 
and khasta. Warehoused dry fruits will have "to be cleared on payment of customs 
duty before 31st October. 


25. Imports to be made on outright purchase basis limited exception. Imports 
of commodities from Afghanistan into India should be made on outright purchase 
basis only and no Imports on consignment basis will be permitted. However, 
exception has been made in regard to dry fruits other than almonds and Khasta, 
which may be imported from Afghanistan for being kept in Customs-bonded ware¬ 
houses between 1st March and 31st October for a maximum period of six months. 
Consignments thus allowed to be Imported must be sold within the period of bond¬ 
ing ie. before 31st October at the latest, else penal action will be taken. The 
sale Invoices should be produced to customs authorities for checking. In other 
words. Imports of dry fruits .other than almonds and Khasta, which Bre not to be 
kept In bond, should be imported on outright purchase basis. Imports on consign¬ 
ment basis, save under the aforesaid provision, will be treated as unauthorised 
and the Importers will be liable to penal action under the Import Trade Control/ 
Customs regulations. 


26. Banking Channels.—'To explore the practicability of routing trade ex¬ 
changes between Afghanistan and India through banking channels, the two Gov¬ 
ernments agree that a beginning would be made with regard to the import of 
Asafoetida from Afghanistan, Detailed arrangements In this regard will be an¬ 
nounced separately. 
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27. Counter-balancing of last period’s imports sad exports.—Imports of fresh 
fruits from Afghanistan effected under the provisions of the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade Public Notice No. 93-ITC(PN)/71 dated 31st July, 1971, No. 136-ITC(PN)/71 
dated 8th October, 1971, No. 157-ITC(PN)/7l dated 16th November, 1971. No 
10-ITC(PN)/72 dated 22nd January, 1.972 should be counter-balanced by 31st 
July, 1972, at the latest. In respect of advance exports to Afghanistan effected 
upto 29th February, 1972, the last date for fulfilment of counter-import obligation 
will be 31st March, 1972, as provided in Public Notice No. lO-ITC(PN)/72 dated 
22nd January, 1972. 

28. Method of valuation for counter-exports to Afghanistan.—The following will 
be the method of valuation of Afghan goods for determining the value of counter- 
exports to be made from India to Afghanistan during the current Trade Arrange¬ 
ment period: 


Afghan goods, whether imported on outright purchase or in terms of para 
25 above should be valued on the basis of sale invoices accepted by 
Indian Cutsoms. The value of counter-exports should be equal to the 
value of imports as determined in the manner indicated above. 

29. Manner of Payment.—Payment for goods exchanged under this Arrange¬ 
ment as mentioned in Schedule ‘A’, excluding Hides & Skins, and Schedule ‘B-I’ 
& B-1T, will be made, in accordance with the E.P. Procedures prescribed 'by the 
Reserve Bank of India, Payments for imports and exports of commodities not 
covered by Schedule ‘A’, ‘B-I’ and ‘B-II (l.e. Schedule ‘C’ Items) shall be made 
by establishing letters of credit in transferable U.S, Dollars or Pounds Sterling. 
In respect of Hides & Skins payment arrangement has already been Indicated hi 
paragraph 4(d) of Annexure I. 

30. Export of Schedule B-I & B-II items against free foreign exchange.—It is 

clarified for the Information f?f the trade that the commodities covered under 
Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-IP can also be exported to Afghanistan In any quantity 
against payment made by establishing letters of credit to transferable U.S. 
Dollars or Pounds Sterling.

Indo-Afffhan Trade Arrangement for 1972-73 

A delegation from Afghanistan led by H.E. Mr. M. Aref Ghaussi, Ministry of 
Commerce. Royal Afghan Government and a delegation from India led by Shri 
L. N. Mishra, Minister of Foreign Trade, Government of India, held trade talk* 
in New Delhi from February 18 to February 20, 1972. 


2. The two delegations reviewed the working of Indo-Afghan trade in all its 
aspects during the preceding three years and discussed the Trade Arrange 'frt 
for 1972-73. They noted that progress towards diversification of trade has been 
limited. The two delegations re-affirmed their resolve to promote, develop, and 
diversify trade between India and Afghanistan to mutual advantage, to eliminate 
concentration of Trade and to remove difficult’existing 
system. 


3. The Government of India and the Royal Government of Afghanistan agreed, 
that they would provide facilities for setting up a plant in Afghanistan through 
Joint venture for the production of extracts of medicinal herbs and plants grown 
in Afghanistan. India offered to make use of these extracts for its own pharma- 
ceutlcal industry for a period of twenty years. Afghanistan expressed its desire 
to purchase medical and surgical instruments and other surgical supplies manu¬ 
factured In India. The two Delegations further agreed to import drugs and 
medicines manufactured in the two countries. Aa a step forward towards this, the 
concerned authorities of the two Governments would permit the registration of 
medicines manufactured in the two countries in their National Formulary, if any. 
subject to the satisfaction of prescribed standards of purity and quality. 

4. In accordance with the provisions of Article 16 of the Treaty of 1960 bet¬ 
ween the Royal Afghan Government and the Government of India, and subject 
to their respective import, export and foreign exchange regulations and the 
special trade arrangement that may be concluded between the two Govemmenta 
from year to year, the two Governments re-affirmed their agreement to the 
following:— 

(a) Import of Schedule ‘A’ commodities from Afghanistan will be permitted 

to any person into India whose imports are counterbalanced by 
exports of Schedule ‘B-T and ‘B-II’ commodities from India in the 
prescribed proportion. 

(b) Export of Schedule 'B-I' and 'B-II' commodities from India vjfil be 

permitted in the prescribed porportion to any person whose exporta 
are counterbalanced toy imports from Afghanistan of Schedule ‘A' 
commodities. 

(c) Payment for imports and exports of commodities not covered by 

Schedule ‘A’, 'B-T and ‘B-II’ shall be made by establishing letters of 
credit in transferable US dollars or Pound Sterling. 

(dl The special self-balancing account maintained by the Da Afghanistan 
Bank with the State Bank of India will continue to be utilised to 
facilitate imports of hides and skins on a liberal basis against exports 
of goods and services from India. 


6. It Is the understanding between the Government of India and the Royal 
Government of Afghanistan that the goods Imported by cither country from the 
other would be used for consumption in the country of import, and effective steps 
would be taken to prohibit and prevent their diversion to third countries. 

0. The two Governments' will consult with each other periodically to review 
the above arrangements with a view to removing any difficulty in the working 
of this arrangement. 
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7. This Trade Arrangement will come into force from 1st March, 1972 and will 
remain valid for one year. Unless either Contracting Party gives notice of termi¬ 
nation or amendment one month prior to the expiry of this arrangement, it will 
automatically be extended by a further period of one year. On the expiry of the 
aecond year of the arrangement, unless either Contracting Party gives notice of 
termination or amendment, one month prior to the expiry of the second year, it 
will automatically be extended by a further period of one year.
